War II, because Shamir refused to 
Suspend armed operations against the 
British who occupied Palestine at the 
time, The Irgun felt Hitler was an cven 
greater enemy than the English. Shamir 
disagreed, 

By fall 1940, Stern Gang members 
Were mecting both Mussolini’s and 


Hitler's agents. The Stem Gang ex- 
pressed sympathy with Hitler's goal of 
a Jew-free Europe and praised “the 
goodwill of the German Reich govern- 

ment and its authorities toward Zionist 
| activity inside Germany and towards 
Zionist emigration plans,” 


The Stern Gang proposed an alli- 


ance with Hitler to establish a Jewish 
State from the Nile to the Euphrates, a 
true Eretz Israel. Shamir was leader of 
the group for most of the War, and, 
before he became leader, he was one of 
the most loyal deputies of the previous 


cader. 
Shamir's past, which lives on today 


in the Israelirepression of Pales linians, 


S well-documented.

‘Daily: What was your trip to Europe 
about? 

Harper: Officials from the Canadian 
Department-of External Affairs in Brussels 
had been lobbying against the September 13 
resolution by the European Parliament (con- 


~ demning Canada’s violation of human rights 


~ agenda for constitutionalreform on native .

and Kanewahke) because it involved a refer- 


“ence to the Mohawk ‘Nation’. 


I went to Europe to make a presentation to 
the parliament last week. The Canadian 
government had been invited to go but they 
declined, saying that it was adomestic affair. 

We encouraged the Parliament to come to 
Canada and they are going to come as soon as 
possible to observe the situation here. 

Daily: We have heard that you have 
adopted certain extra security measures 
while in Québec. 

Harper: A lotof people felt that I should be 
cautious, itis not something that imposed or 
asked for. I have no fear. As you sce, I came 
alone. 

Daily: In the wake of Meech Lake, how 
does Québec’s refusal to return to the 
constitutional negotiating table affect the 


issues? 

Harper: Aboriginal issues have to be dealt 
with by the governments, including the gov- 
ernment of Québec. I know that the Govern- 
ment of Québec has stated that they would 
only be willing to deal with the Federal 
Governmentona bilateral basis. I don’t think 
they can actin isolation. If Québec gets some 
constitutional concessions of its own this will 
have an impact on the rest of the country; 
other provinces will begin demanding simi- 
lar concessions. 

In terms of aboriginal issues, I know 
Bourassa has said it would be more difficult 
for aboriginal issues to be dealt with at a 
constitutional conference because Québec 
would not be involved in it. Certainly, Québec 
is one of the provinces that has to deal with 
Outstanding aboriginal issues, they can’t 
ignore them. They have to deal with the 


James Bay Cree in relation to the hydro dam 


and other aboriginal rights. 

Daily: Will this move towards a bilat- 
eral process force an eventual return to 
‘constitutional negotiations, or are there 


| other waysfor aboriginal peopletoachieve 


their aims? 

Harper: I think that there are certain things 
you can achieve outside the constitutional 
process. There are bilateral discussions 
through which we can achieve modern day 
treaties with Canada, and certain issues can 
be addressed in that process that don’t need 
provincial involvement. Treaties and abo- 
riginal rights are being discussed without the 
participation of all provinces, such as in the 
case of the Dene in the North West Territo- 
ries and other parts of Canada. 

Daily: Negotiations for self-government 
have been likened toa divide and conquer 
strategy in that only six native groups are 
dealt with at a time. Is there any validity to 


this concept? 

Harper: Well of course, they have always 
done that. The policy of dealing with six 
claims a year doesn’t work, hasn’t worked 
and will never work. There are hundreds and 
hundreds of claims, it will take another one 
hundred years before we come to an agree- 
ment and to a conclusion, 

There has to be a new process established. 
The whole relationship we have with the 
Federal Government has to be revamped; we 
need something entirely different, something 
totally new. There have always been state- 
ments made by the Prime minister in the 
House. But, in our experience, history shows 
that these statements and promises don’thold 
much water. There has to be a concrete move 
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by the government, a show of sincerity. 

Daily: What wouldsucha concretemove 
be? 

Harper: We have treaties and aboriginal 
rights thatare being recognized by thecourts. 
We have the Siwi case in Québec and the 
Sparrow case in British Columbia which 
upheld traditional native rights. But even 
though these rights were recognized by the 
Supreme Court of Canada, the government 
hasn't seen fit to uphold the ruling and alter 
their policies governing native rights. 

The government is supposed to be up- 
holding our interests. The Department of 
Indian and Northern Affairs, which is sup- 
posedly our trustee, is not doing so. 

Daily: The budget cuts affecting fund- 
ing to native groups have been called 
“surgical strikes” designed to eliminate 
native opposition to the government. Is 
this too strong an statement? 

Harper: The rational that they give to 
aboriginal peoples is that the government has 
to reduce its deficit and spending. The poor- 
est of the poor are the aboriginal people and 
certainly we cannot afford any more cut- 
backs, 

Just look at the capping of education. The 
Federal Government is cutting back at a time 
when aboriginal people are just coming to 
universities and post-secondary institutions. 
And they are cutting back oncommunication 
programs, newspapers, print, radio, and T.V. 
atatime when constitutional issues like Meech 
Lake need to be discussed. There is core 
funding being cut from aboriginal organiza- 
lions such as the Assembly of First Nations. 
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If they are serious about constitutional re- 


form, and if they are going to be serious about - 
talking to us about aboriginal rights, why are’ 


they cutting us back? They should be increas- 
ing some funding so that we can be serious 
about discussing land claims and self-gov- 
emment. It would show some good faith on 
the side of the government. 

This is the policy of divide and conquer, 


again, butit docs not mean that we should not — 


speak with one voice and advance our inter- 
esis, 


Daily: How has your role as an MLA 


within the Euro-Canadian political sys- 


tem affected you and your ability to act? 
Harper: I think going through that process 
has made me stronger as an individual, as an 
aboriginal person. I was brought up by my 
grandparents SO my roots are very secure. 
It is a good way to promote’ aboriginal 
issues. Idon’t think that being involved makes 
me less indian. I think that we should take 
every Opportunity that is available to us as 
abcriginal people, whether it be in par!ia- 


ment, whether it be in a financial institution, : 


whether it be as doctors, lawyers, teachers, 
social workers or any other aspect of cana- 
dian society. 

We need to know how the system works, 
why it works and why it makes its decisions 


the way it does. We have been able to ad-’ 


vance our interests through the Manitoba 
legislature. We have used their rules and 
parliamentary procedures, to advance our 
interests as aboriginal people. We success- 


fully proved this by scuttling the Meech Lake 
Accord.
